He sold 
t0 Mr. Johnson of Warm Springs, Virginia. In 1873 S. 3. Pritchard of 
Frederick County, Virginia exchanged a farm on Jackson River for the 
Johnson farm at Dunmore.

They sold to 
T.irtr. Ratliff, who sold to C-eorge Ray. Same v;as purchased by the Warm
